PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1959* 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  eleven.  The  birth 
rate  expressed  per  1,000  population  was  11.3  for  the  New  Quay  area  whereas  the 
national  figure  was  16,5.  There  were  no  stillbirths  or  infant  deaths  registered 
and  no  mother  died  as  the  result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty  two,  which  expressed  as  per  1,000 
population  is  twice  the  average  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  Eleven  persons  died 
of  heart  disease,  three  of  vascular  lesion  of  the  nervous  system  (stroke)  and 
three  of  cancer. 

The  only  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  two 
cases  of  measles.  Thoro  were  no  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

A moro  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  will  bo  found 
in  the  ensuing  pages  which  include  a portion  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

It  is  reassuring  to  report  that  the  state  of  health  in  the  district  is

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area . 

The  services  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  are  essentially 

the  same  as  in  1958.  They  are  as  follows :- 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the  local 
health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice 
from  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurse  who 
is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife. 

(d)  The  New  Quay  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much  larger  area 
covered  by  a Health  Visitor  of  the  County  Council. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  ’the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  local  health  authority  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and  partly 
by  the  person's  own  medical  attendant. 

(g)  Domestic  help  is  provided,  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a rule,  engaged 
locally.

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SECTION  LI  OF  THE  NATIONAL  ASISTMCE  ACT.  19 A8. 

This  section  gives  the  Local  Authority  power,  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  apply  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  the 
removal  of  persons  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  not  receiving  from  other 
persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

Persons  dealt  with  under  this  Section  must  either  (a)  be  suffering  from 
grave  chronic  disease  or  (b)  be  a -;ed,  infirm  or  physically  handicapped  and 
living  in  insanitary  conditions. 

Action  was  taken  under  this  Act  (and  the  Amendment  Act  1951)  in  respect  of 
an  elderly  person  (aged  86).  She  was  removed  to  the  Lampeter  Welfare  Home 
(Hospital  Section)  where  steis  at  present.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  work  done  during  the 
year  1959. 

Water  Supply 

The  town  supply  is  derived  from  land  springs  at  Ffynnon  Ddewi  and  the 
whole  scheme  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  South  Cardiganshire  Water  Board. 
Periodic  Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  sewerage  system  on  the  whole  is  working  satisfactorily.  The  sewage  is 
treated  by  means  of  a settling  tank  on  the  "Dolau  Beach”  and  the  resulting  effluent 
is  discharged  into  the  sea,  the  outfall  being  below  the  low  water  mark.

Public  Cleansing 


Refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and  this  service  covers  the 
whole  of  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  Council.  Collection  is  carried  out  weekly 
during  the  Winter  months  and  twice  weekly  during  the  Summer  Season.  The  vehicler 
used  for  this  work,  which  is  an  open  trailer  towed  by  a tractor,  is  not  of  the  type 
suitable  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and  it  should  be  replaced  by  a properly 
designed  covered  vehicle. 

The  Refuse  is  disposed  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  a disused  quarry 
approximately  two  miles  outside  New  Quay.
